Graham, the wretch who so horribly 
butchered his wife at Springfield, Mo,, 
the details of which were given last 
week, is well known here, where he for- 
merly resided for several months, having

Graham is a man about five feet six in- 
ches in height, with sandy hair and mus- 
tache, and of moat plausableif not pleas- 
ing addr^s. 
He is remembered as a 
good writer, but a man who kept to 
himself, a n d cared little f o r association 
with his fellows. 
His eyes were of a 
greenish 
hue, shifting under a steady 
gaze, a n d inspired distrust. 


Graham's father was the late James E. 
Graham, for many years an engineer on 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railroad, running from Fort Wayne to 
Chicago, where George was brought np. 
The latter's step-mother still resides in 
Fort Wayne, a well-preserved woman, 
and was left considerable property by 
her late husband, the engineer. George 
was cut off with a very small snnr by his 
father, and is understood to have cher- 
ished great resentment against his step 
mother, and to have made threats against 
her life, tn Fort Wayne George was a 
constable at one time, and his crooked 
doings got him a one-year's term in the 
penitentiary at Michigan City, where he

ALEXANDER MITCHELL, 


The Great Northwestern Rail- 
way Magnate. 


His Vast Wealth, and the Magiiiftceut 
Mauner in Which He LivcH—His Fame 
as a Fniancier-His Wife's Many 
Hobbies--Costly Oranges--A 
Personal Sketch. 


Corresi>oni1f>nce.l 
MitiWAtTKEE, March 2. — Alexander Mitch- 
ell has long been reco^uiz • 1 as iho Crœsus 
of the northwest. He i-; uniloubCeilly the 
richest man in the great northwest His fame 
as a financier is as wid i as iho land itself. Mr. 
Mitchell is the head of the St. Paul railway 
system, the presiJent of the great corpora- 
tion and its chief stockholder, and under his 
wise administration a vast 
territory has 
been made "to blossom as the rose." He 
absolutely owns the Wisconsin Fire and Ma- 
rine Insurance 
bank, an institution that 
does two-third i of all the banking business 
of this city, which is backed by several mil- 
lions of rea iy cash, is the head of a great 
insurance company and is more or less iden- 
tified with every leading industry of the 
city. 
His home is a palace, and his bank 
building and the chamber of commerce, 
both of which he owns, cover a whole block 
and are the finest buildings in th;^ citr. 


As to his wealth no one pretends to have 
any definite knowledge. 
It is variously 
estimated, the amounts ranging all the way 
from $20,000,000 to ^'60,000.000. 
He is cer- 
tainly 
wor.h much more than the first 
named 
figure. 
A few months ago Mr. 
Mitchell's son astonished Ne%v Yorkers by 
attending an art auction in that city and 
paying il8,000 for a single painting, said to 
be the largest sum ever 
paid by an in- 
dividual at an American art sale for one 
picture. 
This incident is thus abruptly in- 
troduced to illustrate what a Mitch 11 can 
do when he wants anything.

He is

Ho has 
frequently averred thac he never had a 
"deal' of any kind whatever, and everybody 
who knows the man believes this statement 
He has made his money by closo application 
to business«. . His commercial wis lom long 
ago stamped him as a very Napoleon of 
finance. 
His railway stock has made him a 
mint of money, but not througli manipula- 
tions or other form;» of speculation. He 
took worthle.ss 
lines and developed them 
into 
fir.st-class 
property, and this 
kind 
of appreciatio'.i has netted him ban Isomely. 


Mr. Mitchell's vas. business 
enterprises 
bring his name before the country very fre- 
quently, and this batch of j ersonal gossip 
about the man. iiis money, his family and 
his way cf scratching along in this frujçal 
world will 
doubt- 
less be interesting 
to many who are 
familiar with the 
name of Alexander 
Mitchell. He is a 
b r u s q u e 
Scotch- 
man, short of stat- 
ure but heavy set, 
with a ruddy face, 
keen gray eyi»s, and 
looks 
like a man 
capable of enjoying 
all the good things 
that unlimited riches can command. 
He was 
born in the central part of Aberdeenshire, 
Scotland, in 1817, and is consequently about 
70 years of age. He is hale and hearty and 
as vigorous as many men of half his age. 
His father was a prosperous farmer in Ab- 
erdeenshire. in 1838 young Mitchell, then 21 
years old, came to Milwaukee as the secre- 
tary of the Marine and Fire 
Instu-anco 
company. 
in territorial 
times—in Wis- 
consin—certificates of 
deposit 
of 
this 
company, 
which 
did a general 
bank- 
ing 
business, 
constituted 
a 
relia b!o 
currency, 
which

These lines were consolidated, and proved 
the nucleus of what is now the Chicago 
Milwaukee a n i St. Liouis railway, control- 
ing over 5,GOO miles of line, said to be the 
longest continuous system in the world 
owned by one corporation.

has been president of this system since May

As a public man, or, mòre definitely speak- 
Ing, as a politician, he has been a signal 
failure. 
He served in congress one term, 
and retired in disgust. 
He is a Democrat^ 
but in no sense a partisan. 
He has no taste 
or fancy as a politician. 
In 1879 the Demo* 
crats nominated him for governor, but he 
peremptorily refused to run. 
It ii a matte* 
of political history that Alexander Mitchell 
was to have been Samuel J. Tilden's seer» 
tary of the treastxry had the latter states- 
man ever been placed in the presidential 
chair. 


Mr. Mitchell is chock full of business. He 
is liberal and kind, but exceedingly brusque 
when dealing with people on matters of 
business.

but is occi-ionally seen at the curling "bon- 
spiels" of his native countrymen. Mrs.

She is tha godmother of a local art 
school and fosters all kinds of art leagues, 
societies, organizations and art exhibitions. 
She is an uncommonly good judge of pic-

Ants are considered the most highly 
developed of the insects. 
Indeed, none 
of the lower animals possess such re- 
markable instincts. 
They show great 
wisdom and ingenuity in building their 
nests and in reaching any desii-ed ])oint. 
They make roads for themselves by 
carefully removing any obstacle. 
They 
also dig tunnels of consideralile h ntith, 
sometimes resorting to this B.ethod for 
crossing broad rivers. 
They pr tcK-t 
their nests, fight battles, gather food, 
tend their young, take care of domestic 
animals, and possess slaves. 
Their in- 
dustry is not excelled by the bees and 
wasps. 
They work all day, and, when 
there is necessity, even at night. 
Ants 
live in families, consisting of males, 
females, and workers. 
At first the 
young males and females are furnished 
with wings, and they fly from the nest 
to select their mates. 
Immediately 
after this first and only flight the males 
die, and the females strip off their 
wings, and do not leave the nest again. 


The workers are much more numer- 
ous than the other classes; some of 
them serve as soldiers; others, which 
are generally smaller, serve as nurses. 
All the labor of the colony falls upon 
the workers, and they attend to their 
various duties in the most orderly man- 
ner. 
Ants do not all build their nests 
in the same way. Some species heap 
up a mass of small sticks and pine 
leaves; some bore into the trunks of 
old trees;,but most ants make holes in 
the ground, with a little moxmd of 
earth around the entrance, which we 
speak of as an ant-hill. 
These nests 
are carefully contrived, with passages 
and avenues leading to many chambers. 
The entrances are closed every night 
and opened in the morning. 
If it 
rains they remain closed, and the ants 
are confined within the nest. The eggs, 
which are scarcely large enough to be 
visible, are not deposited in any especial 
place by the females, but the nurses 
take possession of them immediately, 
and are henceforth devoted in their at- 
tentions. 
The tiny eggs are carried to 
some favorable place, and are constantly 
licked and cleaned, and their position 
frequently changed. 


From the eggs are hatched little 
white grubs, which are entirely de- 
l)endent upon their nurses for food. 
E\'ery day they are carried into the 
sunshine, or at least to the upper 
chambers that have been warmed by 
the Sim, and toward evening they are 
all taken back to the bottom of the 
nest, where there is no chilliness. 
Just 
think of the labor, each one of those 
thousands of larvae carried separately 
in the mouth of a faithful nurse! If a 
shower comes on, or if the young 
family is threatened -with danger, they 
are quickly taken to some safe place. 
When ready to enter the pupa state the 
larv:e cover themselves with a sort of 
web, and are still carried back and 
forth by the nurses, who continually 
clean them. 
Sir John Lubbock, in his 
recent work on ants, states that when 
the pupae are ready to leave their cases 
the nurses help them to escape. 
"It is 
very pretty," he says, "to see the older 
ants helping them to extricate them- 
selves, carefully unfolding their legs 
and smoothing out the wings with truly 
feminiue tenderness and delicacy." 


Ants not only keep their homes neat, 
but they are careful of their own per- 
sonal cleanliness. 
Their little feet are 
covered ^\'ith hairs, which form good 
brushes, and no particles of dust are 
allowed to remain on their bodies. 
They may often be seen rubbing their 
feet together to clean them, as flies do. 
—Harper's Young People.

Ants are considered the most highly 


developed of the insects. Indeed, none 
of tho lower animals possess such 
markuble instincts. They show great 
wisdom and ingenuity in building theii 
nests and in reaching any desired point 
They make roads for themselves by 
carefully removing tiny obstacle. They 
also dig tunnels of considerable length, 
sometimes resorting to this n:eMiod for 
crossing broad rivers. 
They 
pr<>t 


their nests; fight battles, gather food, 
tend thoir young, take care of domestic 
animals, and possess slaves.' Their 
dustry is not excelled by the bees and 
wasps. 
They work all day, and, when 


there is necessity, even at night. Ants 
live in families, consisting of males, 
females, and workers. 
Afc. first tho 


young males and females are furnishcQ. 
with \\ings; and they fly from the nest 
to select their mates. 
Immediately 


after this first and only flight the mules 
die, 'and the females strip off their 
wings, and do not leave the nest again. 


Thn workers are much 'more numer- 


ous than the other classes; some of 
them serve as soldiers; others, which 
are generally smaller, serve as nurses. 
All the labor of the colony falls upon 
the workers, and they attend to their 
various duties in the most orderly man- 
ner. 
Ants do not all build their nests 


in the Rairio way. 
Some species heap 


up a mass iof small sticks and pine 
leaves; some bore into the'trunks of 
old trees;;but most ants make holes in 
the ground, -with a little mound of 
earth 'around the entrance, which wo 
speak of as an ant-hill. These nests 
aro carefully contrived, with passages 
and avenues leading to many chambers. 
The entrances are closed every night 
and opened in the morning. 
If it 


rains they remain closed, and tho ants 
are confined within the nest. The eggs, 
which are scarcely large enough to bo 
visible, are not deposited in any especial 
place by tho females, but the nurses 
take possession of them immediately, 
find are henceforth devoted in thoir at- 
tentions. Tho tiny eggs are carried to 
some favorable placo, and are constantly 
licked and cleaned, and their position 
frequently changed. 


From the eggs are hatched littlo 


white grubs, which are entirely de- 
pendent upon their nurses for food. 
Every day they aro carried into tho 
sunshine;' or at least to the upper 
chambers thai have beim warmed-by 
tho siin,' and toward evening they aro 
ill taken back to tho bottom of tho 
nest, where there is no chilliness. Just 
i-hink of the labor, each ono of thoan 
thousands of larviu carried separately 
n the mouth of a faithful nurse! If n 
shower comes on, or if the' young 
iamily is threatened with danger, they 
aro quickly taken to some safe place. 
When ready to enter the pupa state tho 
larvic cover themselves with a sort of 
wob, and are still carried back and 
lorth by the nurses, who continually 
clean them. Sir John Lubbock, in his 
recent: work on ants, states that when 
ho pupm are ready to leave their cases 
he nurses help them to escape. "It is 
very pretty," he says, "to seo the older 
auts helping them to extricate them- 
selves, carefully unfolding their legs 
and smoothing out tho wings with truly 
feminino tenderness and delicacy." 


Ants not only keep their homes neat, 


Hit they ore careful of their own per- 
sonal cleanliness. Their littlo feet are 
covered with hairs, which form good 
jmslies, 'and no particles of dust are 
illowed to remain on their bodies. 
L'hey may often bo seen rubbing their 
eet together to clean them, aa flies do.
